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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eUgible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 9 November 2007 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 74-78, 
94-96 and 133-135 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 
74-78, 94-96 and 133-135 been cancelled. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments. Page 7 (Paragraph 2) of the Remarks, filed 9 November 2007, 

with respect to the rejection of claims 69-73, 85-86 and 130-132 as presented in the Office 
Action dated 20 October 2006 have been fiiUy considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 69-73, 85-86 and 130-132 has been withdrawn.

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A search of the prior 
art does not disclose or reasonably suggest derivatizing a carbon nanotube with a diazonium 
specie and covalently attaching a molecular wire or switch thereto. The closest prior art of 
Yamamoto ('076) teaches derivatizing fuUerenes with a diazo species, but does not teach or 
reasonably a diazonium specie (because a diazonium specie is part of a salt with a counter anion 
and diazo is not part of a salt with a counter anion) and covalently attaching a molecular wire or 
switch thereto. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
